Friends convince a confused 
Odom that wife Kardashian 

is using him for self-promotion 

BY ERIC ANDERSSON 


S he’s an opportunist. A control freak. A 
narcissist. Lamar Odom often hears 
the Khloe Kardashian trash-talk 
when his family and friends arrive 
at his bedside at L.A.’s Cedars-Sinai 
hospital. Members of his inner circle 
are quick to point out that while 
doctors assess the damage he suffered 
on October 13 as a result of a three- day drug and 
alcohol binge at a Nevada brothel, his estranged wife 
and her image-obsessed family have used the tragedy 
to promote themselves. One Odom confidant insists 
Khloe is trying to take credit for his miraculous re- 
covery from a series of strokes. Another friend claims 
the Kardashians tipped off paparazzi to get photos 
of themselves dutifully visiting the hospital. Others 
have griped to him that the reality star blocked them 
from stopping by the hospital. His head filled with 
the many horror stories, the ailing Odom snapped 
October 23. The next time he saw Khloe, “Lamar said 
he needed space and wanted to be alone,” says the 
Odom family source. “He told her to get out.” 

As Khloe is learning, no good deed goes un- 
punished. In the immediate aftermath of Odom’s 
overdose, she put her life on hold as his hung in the 
balance. She fled to his side, halted her book tour for 
Strong Looks Better Naked, called off their divorce 
proceedings and even flew his family in from New 
York at her own expense. And yet, with so many peo- 
ple whispering in his ear, the 6-foot-lO former NBA 
star, 36, “believes she has used him,” says the source. 
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“He feels betrayed.” Some of his 
fans do too. When People magazine, 
featuring Khloe, 31, on the cover, was 
released on October 28, she received 
a firestorm of hateful tweets. Inside 
the publication, Khloe — who filed 
for divorce in 2013 after Odom’s 
crack use and infidelity destroyed 
their four-year union — dished about 
Odom’s harrowing ordeal while pro- 
moting her book. More dismaying, it 
was made clear in the story that she 
spoke to the reporter from Odom’s 
hospital room while he was still 
in a coma. “Is nothing sacred and 
worthy of privacy?” one of her many 
critics posted. Khloe immediately 
defended herself on social media. 

“I want to make this VERY clear . . . 
My people cover, I shot and inter- 
viewed for PRIOR to all the events 
that happened,” she tweeted. “I had 
to do a follow up 5 minute phoner 
after the events only because I was 
contracted to.” Though one source 
insists Odom has no knowledge 
of the interview, another says it 
infuriated him. “The interview was 
too much for Lamar,” continues the 
source. “He can’t forgive her.” 

I IN-LAW FIGHTING 

The power struggle between the 
Kardashian and Odom camps 
began before the basketball 
player regained consciousness. 




according to Odom family sources. 
As his relatives flocked to Las Vegas 
to sit vigil at Sunrise Hospital and 
Medical Center, they faced a road- 
block, they claim. Odom’s cousin 
Sherae Clark-Williams says the Kar- 
dashians demanded she and others 
sign confidentiality agreements. She 
balked and wasn’t allowed inside, she 
fumed on Facebook October 16: “I’m 
supposed to sign a waiver not to talk 
about [Kim Kardashian and Kanye 
West’s daughter] North West, a child 
I have No interest in What so ever.” 

But those with the last name 
Kardashian, West and Jenner were 
not exempt.

(A source close to Khloe 
denies that this and any paparazzi 
setups happened: “It isn’t true.”) 


I STEPS AHEAD 

Khloe has stayed strong after her 
dustup with Odom. The week after 






he kicked her out, she attended 
sister Kim’s baby shower and flew 
to Houston to reconnect with her 
boyfriend of four months, NBA 
star James Harden. “She needed to 
resume her life,” explains the Khloe 
source. But by Halloween, she was 
back by Odom’s bedside — despite 
his cruel words. “Lamar’s emotions 
have been erratic,” explains the 
Khloe source. “It’s a result of the 
strokes. He’s up, then he’s down.” 

Physically, he’s defying expec- 
tations. Though he remains in 


intensive care, “Lamar is talking 
more and walking with help now,” 
reports the Odom family source. 

“He is getting stronger.” His kid- 
neys — which doctors thought were 
permanently damaged — are now 
functioning, and he no longer needs 
dialysis or a transplant, continues 
the source: “Lamar is getting better 
every day.” And Khloe, no matter 
what Odom’s circle may think, is 
his biggest cheerleader, says a Kar- 
dashian source: “She deeply cares 
for him and loves him.” US

Remini talks 
church life and why 
she's no fan of 

Tom Cruise

here’s a reason Leah Remini 
named her newly released 
memoir Troublemaker. Over 
^ 30 -plus years as a follower of 
Scientology, the controversial reli- 
gion founded by L. Ron Hubbard, the 
King of Queens alum, 45, was often 
branded an agitator by higher- 
ups. Among her crimes: poking fun 
at the church’s most famous member, 
Tom Cruise, for making out with 
then-girlfriend Katie Holmes while 
she was teaching them salsa. “I said, 
‘Hey, get a frickin’ room!”’ Remini 
recalled on 20/20 October 30, 
adding that she was written up and 
sent to auditing sessions. Now the 
actress, who left Scientology in 2013, - 
“is not holding back anymore,” says 
a Remini insider of the tell-all and 
surrounding interviews. Us examines 
her most fascinating claims. {See box, 
right, for the ehureh’s response) 


She did hard labor as a teen 


Part of the church since age 8, the 
Brooklyn native said that after her 
family moved to Florida, she signed a 
“billion-year” contract with Sea Org, 
an order for the most dedicated disci- 
ples. (Scientologists believe in a form 
of reincarnation — hence, the long 


term.) Remini told 20/20 she worked 
in a laundry room and even manned 
an industrial sander. At night, she 
slept in a roach-infested dorm. 


She spent big bucks to study aliens

After doling out “hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars” for course work 
(she donated another $2.5 million to 
church charities), Remini was made 
privy to a key Scientology doctrine 
in 2003: the story of Xenu. As she 
recalled, the intergalactic warlord 
blew up people in a volcano, “then 
those spirits are now inside of you. 
... I said, ‘This is some crazy s— t.’” 


Cruise precipitated her exit 


Though she was concerned how 
Cruise and his couch-jumping antics 


reflected on the church, Remini was 
excited to attend his 2006 wedding 
to Holmes. She was asked to invite 
friends Jennifer Lopez and Marc 
Anthony, but during the three- day 
Italian affair, they were continuously 
separated. Her theory: Church offi- 
cials were trying to convert Lopez 
and “I was barring that road.” 

Back home, Remini says, she was / 
made to feel like even more of 
an outcast. She learned several 
guests — and Holmes — had 
filed “knowledge reports” 
(sanctioned tattling, in es- 
sence) about her behavior. 

(In an October 30 statement. 

Holmes said, “I regret 
having upset Leah in the 
past.”) Remini was sent 
to Clearwater, Florida, 
for three to four months 
of daily 13-hour “repro- , 
gramming” sessions. ■ ^ 
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She worried about her future 


Deciding to sever ties with the 
church in 2013 (along with husband 
Angelo Pagan, daughter Sofia, 11, 
and her mom, Vicki Marshall) was 
scary for Remini: Not only was she 
abandoning a way of life, but “mark- 
ing myself for whatever the church 
usually does to people who leave . . . 
is not a walk in the park.” Still, says 
a source. Remini isn’t letting anxiety 
affect her: “She is angry abou t all 
the years she wasted.”

How did you feel when you got 
your diagnosis?

I live a pretty low-carb life. I wish 
I was eating pancakes all the time. 
That would be so much fun! When I 
do, it’s whole wheat or buckwheat. 

What happens if your blood sugar 
gets too high or low? 

I’ve had a couple of diabetic episodes. 
Most recently, I was walking home 
and out of nowhere I felt my sugar 
drop. I was in an elevator, luckily 
with a friend, when I started to pass 
out. I got to my room and got some 
juice and snacks to get my sugar up. 
It could have been very scary. 

You work out a lot. Do you have 
to be careful not to go too hard? 

I might have to take extra precau- 
tions, like checking my blood sugar, 
but I don’t let diabetes hold me back.
